Qn Saturday last the manager appeared as 
Othello to a full and highly respectable audience. 
Mr Pennington’s acting upon this occasion was 
marked by a dignified and elaborate self-possesion 
of the master-mind, with a vigorous appeal to 
pathetic feeling, particularly in the numerous 
soliloquies which were beautifully rendered. His 
speech to the senate was a masterpiece of elocu- 
tion as regards tone, manner, and variety of de- 
livery. Mr J. L. Warner as Iago acted up to him 
throughout with much ability, and received well- 
merited approbation. Mr Brooke, one of the 
most rising actors of the present day, was the 
Cassio, and upon this occasion he displayed a 
good conception and idea of the character. He 
possesses a fine voice, and excellent delivery ; his 
declamatory powers never seem to fail him. Mr 
D. Evans as Brabantio, was also very good ; he is 
a sterling actor of the old school. Mrs J. L. 
Waruer was a ladylike and interesting Desdemona, 
and Miss Page was an efficient Emelia. We were 
much pleased to see|the Premier, W. E. Giadstone, 
Esq., M.P., seated in one of the stalls patronising 
the legitimate drama, and hope his example will 
be followed by other leading members of society. 
The theatre is much improved, both exterior and 
interior, and the box-keeper is one of the most civil 
and obliging individuals that we have met with in 
our perambulations at any place of amusement 
tound the metropolis.

Tuis is incontestably the house par excellence 
where an evening may be at all times agreeably 
and profitably spent. The entertainments are so 
diversified and withal so good that even the 








fastidious will find something to his taste, and to 
the lover of good music no portals more wel- 
come during the opera recess than Mr J. Hollings- 
head’s. 

Take as a sample of the good things he provides 
for his patrons the present bill of fare. There 
isthe sparkling operetta called The Happy Village, 
interpreted by a not unimportant section of the 
musical company permanently engaged here. 
Constance Loseby always sings with taste and in- 
variably does her best, and for archness, bright 
singing, animation, and rural coquetry we 
challenge any theatre in England to produce the 
rival to pretty Annie Tremaine. 

Then Herold’s Zampa with Santley as the title 
hero. Our baritone, of whom we are justly 
proud, is in excellent voice, and has acquired 
much finish in his acting by his long practice with 
Italian singers; ease and refinement characterize 
his style. Florence Lancia’s voice is pure and 
soft ; never harsh even in the highest notes of 
her register, and never in the least out of tune. 
Augusley Cook and Lyall act and sing con- 
scientiously, and if not so humorous as the 
Italian buffii are not without cleverness. 
Cummings, although possessing a good tenor 
voice, has much to learn in his acting ; at present 
he is decidedly amateurish. Miss KH. Cole wants 
power in her voice, but Miss Herbert acquits 
herself in the silent but not inexpressive role of 
the statue with good effect. The band and 
chorns are also excellent. 

We approve of the decision of the magistrates 
as regards the extinction of the abominable 
Can-can, but surely we are not to be deprived 
of the time-honoured ballet, and as to the dis- 
play of the female shape where shal! we draw 
the line ? if the nether limbs are to be henceforth 
concealed in drapery, (save the extremities) then 
there is an end to certain court attendants of 
the feminine gender—no lady-pages with flam- 
beaux must in future light Zampa to his fiances’s 
apartment ; the human form divine, so familiar 
to us on the stage, would henceforth be revealed 
only to the artist in his studio, or to the medical 
student. Impracticable! Society would not 
tolerate it. At the same time any action sug- 
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gestive of indelicacy must be ruthlessly sup- 
pressed, as well as any unnecessary flimsiness of 
vesture or other violation of propriety. We ad- 
vise anyone who enjoys a hearty bit of fun to 
see Zrombalcazar. Julia Matthews is a Momus 
in short petticoats—the very goddess of hilarity ; 
a thing of glee. Her laugh is catching; she ap- 
pears thoroughly to enjoy the part of Gigollette, 
and sings with a verve that even Schneider scarce 
exceeds. Maclean and Perrini are also very 
amusing as members of the strolling company, 
and their trio in imitation of the street 
marionettes is ‘killing.’

THETIS CLUB. (RED CROSS.) 
IN AID OF THE SICK AND WOUNDED. 


It is with unmixed satisfaction that we perceive 
our remarks appealing to our amateur friends to 
get up entertainments for this good cause have 
struck a sympathetic chord. Not only were the 
Readings at the Chelsea Vestry Hall on the 18th 
devoted to this noble end, but the two forthcoming 
performances at St. George’s Hall are also an- 
nounced to be for the benefit of the suffering 
soldiers of the continent. 

After a solo on the piano by Miss L. Jones, and 
a tediously long, montonous reading of Mazeppa ? 
(which tested the good nature of the large assem- 
blage at this hall) by Mr Nash, Miss M. Herbert 
and Miss Kelly sang the well-known duet by 
Bishop, “‘ What are the wild waves saying ?” very 
sweetly. It is with reluctance that we have carped 
at Miss M. Herbert’s dramatic attempts, but we 
now make the amende honorable, and are pleased 
to be enabled to compliment her on her vocal 
abilities. Her voice is sweet, her method good, 
and her intonation faultless; she only wants 
power and a little more confidence to become a 
very pleasing singer. She also sang the “ Rose of 
the Alps,” and there were songs by Miss Rich and 
Miss Lizzie Jones, and by Mr Holland, but the 
best thing in the musical line was the selection 
from Rossini’s Guglielmo Tell by Madame 
Garrard and Mr Kensett (piano and violin). The 

entleman bows exceedingly well, is very happy io 
Fis Staccato passages, and executes his Cantabile 
with great expression, but he wants tone ; he does 
not bring out the full tone of his instrument ; 
indeed at times he is almost inaudible, and 
apparently nervous ; perhaps the Fantasia was a 
little too difficult for him; the lady is an accom- 
plished executant. 

We should be doing an injustice to Mr R. T. 
Parkinson if we omitted to speak of his masterly 
recitation (ludicrously termed a Reading, in the 
rogramme) of Dickens’s ‘‘ Private 'Theatricals.” 
' point of artistic skill this dramatic recital was 
the gem of the evening and was lustly re-demanded. 
As an encore he gave the adventure of the 
‘* Frenchman and the rats at the inn at Dover,” 
which produced rosrs of laughter. Mr F. G. 
Irving also read “ Mrs Brown at the Egyptian 
Hall” with some humour. 

This was the second of the prseent fortnightly 
Readings by this club. The audience loudly ap- 
plauded everything, even Mr Nash’s well-meant 
but certainly not soul-stirring poetic extracts. 





CAVENDISH ROOMS. 


A very successful private dramatic entertain. 
ment was given at the above fashionable rooms 
on Monday evening last. The performance com. 
menced with the favourite farce of The Gooy 
with the Golden Eggs,” in which the characters 
were well sustained by Messrs Clement, J. Web} 
G. Shield, and the Misses Lousia Holland, Fran. 
ces Leighton, and Chapman ; followed by Byron's 
favourite comedy of War to the Knife, and itis 
with feelings of great gratification that we have 
to annource that we have never seen it better 
rendered by an amateur corps than on this oc. 
casion. The ladies and gentlemen comprised jn 
this performance seemed to vie with each other 
in their efforts, much to the pleasure and gratif- 
cation of a numerous and highly respectable 
audience asssembled on this occasion. When all 
comprised in the afore-mentioned piece, were so 
efficient it would be invidious to be partial, suffice 
it to say, that Mr C. Verdant as Mr Harcourt de- 
serves a word of praise, and Mr W. H. Bartlett 
as John Blunt, fully pourtrayed the rugged 
earnestness of the character. Mr Nubly, of the 
“Cosmopolitan Coal Emporium,” in the hands of 
Mr J. Daly found a most excellent exponent, and 
fully merited the honor of a special call before the 
curtain. Mr W. Price as Captain Thistleton, de- 
served our notice, although it required a little 
more energy. We cannot but congratulate Miss 
Ada Coates upon her assumption of Mrs Delacaur, 
it was a truly artistic piece of comedy ; her by-play 
and thoroughly professional stage deportment 
augurs well for her success; should she be pleased 
to adopt a more extended sphere. The Mesdemes 
Holland, Leighton, and Halliday occupied the 
rest of the female characters with average ability. 

The evening terminated with the farce of TJ'urn 
Him Out, which however went very tame, to be 
atributed (we believe) to the first appearance of 
several persons included in the cast. 

We were the auditors of several uncompliment- 
ary remarks concerning the musical interludes 
and cannot truly endorse them. The gentleman 
who presided at the pianoforte had the misfortune 
to perform on a wirelike instrument, and would 
warrant the addition of more and varied instru- 
ments to hide its defects.

MICHAEL WILLIAM BALFE, 

Tuts well-known composer died at his residence, 
Romney Abbey, Hertfordshire, on Wednesday 
last, consequent upon an attack of bronchitis, to 
which disease he had for some time been liable. 
The details of an event which has deprived Eng- 
lish music of one of its greatest ornaments are 
few, and may be briefly told. Taken ill about 
ten days before his death, Mr Balfe’s condition 
first became alarming on Saturday. A London 
physician was summoned, and by the next day 
the patient rallied slightly. Monday brought with 
it a fatal relapse, and thenceforward the disease 
steadily progressed to the end which was foreseen. 
At a quarter past twelve p.m. on the day already 
named the composer, who for years had filled a 
larger space in general estimation than any of his 
English contemporaries, passed away, at the age 
of 62. 
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FORMER AND PRESENT CRITICISM. 


TuE apology for criticism that now goes by 
that designation, when we but think of the 
days of Hazlitt, can only be regarded with 
contempt. Of course the criticism on the per- 
formances at the theatre, not literary criticism, 
js that to which allusion is made. 

The fact is, there is little or nothing to ex- 
cite criticism. We now and then get a fairly 
good production, such as Play, &c., and we 
may see acting, such as it is, in the poetic 
drama ; but there is no original power, drama- 
tic or histrionic, anywhere. 

There is no genius ‘*that does what it 
must,”? merely talent that ‘*does what it can.” 
Genius would resuscitate the stage. 

Anything that excites the world will inevit- 
ably be attracted. When there is no high in- 
tellectual or imaginative stimulus, then mounte- 
banks, monkeys, nudities, mechanism, c., 
strive to supply the pabulum. . 

How admirable, how minute the criticism of 
the acting of Kean by Hazlitt! The critic 
was an analyst, nota recorder. 

The criticism on Macready, especially that 
by W. J. Fox, was often very clever, but pro- 
badly no actor afforded such opportunities for 
analysis as Kean. 

The genius ‘‘ conspicuous by its absence,” 
the genius for laying bare the secrets of our 
nature in the drama, is probably the highest 
and the rarest of all. Next to that comes that 
genius which grasps the mystery of life, 
whether in music or any other art. There are 
those who think that Beethoven was as great a 
man as Shakspere. This I don’t believe. He 
was a great man, however, and but few critics 
can follow the workings of his prodigious mind. 
Music is the most spiritual of faculties, ex- 
cept the faculty that deals with truth. 

Critics of the outside of things do not re- 
cognise the illimitable range of human powers. 
What awful depths were sounded in Hamlet 
and King Lear? Shakspere was unique—a 
man who stands alone. 

Without endorsing all that Germans have 
said about him, I agree with them in the undi- 
vided royalty attributed to his matchless in- 
spiration. There is an immortality in half-a- 
dozen of his plays. Each of them—take Mac- 
beth, Lear, Othello, Hamlet, The Tempest, and 
Henry IV. as examples—contain characters 
which to elaborate as they are elaborated by 
the dramatist would have taken half a lifetime, 
one would think, but, as Keats observed, 
“Shakspere could do with ease man’s utter- 
most.” 

It is somewhat absurd when a secondary 
man, like Dickens, who was but a degree 
above Goldsmith, is compared with the as- 
tonishing writer whose name stands at the head 


The French, in their ignorance and their 
vanity, assert they bave ¢hree Shaksperes, viz., 
Moliere, Corneille, and Racine. Now these 
three men of genius together might make a 
Goethe or a Schiller, and even that is doubt- 
ful; but, I ask, if all the five poets combined 
could have written ten of the greatest of the 
Shaksperian dramas? I suspect the answer 
would be in the negative. Shakspere is a 
literature. I almost think we might without 
arrogance maintain that the world could better 
spare the whole works of Homer, Plato, 
Goethe, Dante, Scott, Le Sage, Fielding, and 
Dickens than the works of this king of drama- 
tists. If I err, there are those—and not small 
men either—who agree with me. When shall 
we have criticism on great plays and on actors 
equal to the sustentation of these colossal con- 
ceptions ? Bera.

GLOBE THEATRE. 

From one of the most cheerless and comfort- 
less houses in the metropolis this theatre, which 
has now passed into the hands of Miss Alleyne, 
has been transformed into, without exception, the 
handsomest and most commodious place of amuse- 
ment in London. The winter season commenced 
on Saturday the 8th inst. ; and it is gratifying to 
find the management providing an entertainment 
of a higher class than is generally to be met 
with in these ‘degenerate times.” The perform- 
ances commenced with a farce by Mr Conway 
Edwardes entitled Board and Residence. Itisa 
merry piece, full of life and bustle, and was re- 
ceived with much favour by the public. The 
situations are ingeniously contrived, and the 
dialogue is humorous and telling.

In addition to a handsome face and figure, this 
lady showed herself the possessor of no incon- 
siderable amount of histrienic ability. © Mr Fair- 
clough was a somewhat boistrous representative 
of Petruchio, in the quieter scenes he was often 
very effective. He has a good voice and figure. 
Mr Palgrave Simpson’s once popular drama, 
Marco Spada, originally played at the Princess’s 
Theatre, in 1853, concluded the entertainments. 

We think few will regret this revival inasmuch, 
as it enables the public to renew their acquaint- 
ance with Mr Walter Lacy who has been too long 
absent from the boards. It is needless to say 
that this accomplished actor played with all his 
wonted ease and vivacity. Mr Fairclough was 
well suited as Marco Spada, and Misses C. 
Wsaton and A. Cavendish ably sustained the 
feminine characters. The scenery, costumes, and 
ballets were all excellent.

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EDMUND KEAN: 
4A SKETCH OF HIS CAREER.

‘Tears in his eyes, distraction in’s aspect, 
A broken voice, and his whole function suiting 
With forms to his conceit,’’ 





Kean cared less for delineating human nature 
than for making a point tell; he never asked what 
sort of a character he was to represent (and in 
this particular he was greatly inferior to Mr 
Macready, who had a gevius for compfehensive- 
ness), but what sort of a part he was to play—not 
what individual he should delineate, but what 
effects he should produce. King Lear was to him 
only an admirable medium for obtaining applause, 
He said the public would never see what he could 
do until they saw him over the dead body of 
Cordelia. (In this scene also he was far behind 
Macready, who was statuesque and even Titanic in 
his grandeur.) Kean had the bad taste to play 
Nahum Tate’s version of Lear. When Hazlitt’s 
remonstrance aroused him from the pit into which 
he had fallen, he induced the D.L. mangement to 
restore the Shaksperian play, but the effect not 
being to his expectation, he actually resumed 
Tate’s wretched modification! Nothing can jus- 
tify such vile taste! Alas! from Cibber to Gar- 
tick, from Garrick to Kemble, from Cooke to Kean 
(but notfrom Kean to Macready,from Macready to 
Phelps, nor from Phelps to Pennington), the same 
miserable selfishness—the same wantof veneration! 
Yet Garrick had a ** Shakspere ” buried with him ; 
he who had mutilated him in his life-time more 
than any man before or since. 

The inordinate vanity and selfishness of great 
actors is a theme that has been continually harped 
upon. We do not like to dwell on the unpleasant 
subject. But Kean was especially sinful in this 
respect. His excuse was that he had to contest 
the palm with actors of established merit, and he 
could only triumph over these impediments by 
striking out an undeniably original style. His 
very defects afford conclusive evidence on this 
point. 

Although this portion of our remarks has 
appeared before, our sketch would be incomplete 
did we not give the reader an idea of Kean’s 
genius as seen in his death-scenes. In Richard he 
always fought five combats and traversed the 
field in a frenzy ; when he met Richmond he was 
smarting with wounds. At the end of the contest 
he was in a state resembling the stupor of 1ntoxi- 
cation ; he fell from exhaustion, ard grew calmer 
and calmer through the dying speech, till all was 
over. In Othello he represented the frozen 
shudder as the steel entered his heart, and the 
choking expression, the distended eyes and open 
mouth, the natural attendants on such an agony: 
it was the dead body of the Moor that fell, heavily 
and at once—no rebound, (Wallack used to fold 
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his arms and fall back stiff and unbending—this 
was effective but unnatural.) In Hamlet Kean 
depicted death by poisoning—not by a sword- 
wound—intense pain, wandering vision, swelling 
veins in the temple ; his eye dilated and lost lustre ; 
he gnawed his hand to repress emotion ; his veins 
thickened, his limbs shuddered and quivered, and 
as his hand dropped from between his stiffening 
lips, he uttered a cry of expiring nature so ex- 
quisite that it could only be compared to the stifled 
sob of afainting woman. This was indeed Art! 

One is forced to recognise the ascendency of 
such powers; though the actor’s fame endures, 
yet the brilliant gifts which built it up necessarily 
perished with him. All language, however eulo- 
gistic, is at best an imperfect vehicle, and is utter- 
ly inadequate to convey to another the effect such 
acting has upon the spectator ; the magical sway 
he exercised over his audience has perhaps never 
been equalled ; this was solely owing to his im- 
pulsive and effective style of acting, for Kean was 
never contemplative: for this reason his Hamlet 
was unsatisfactory, save in the death-scene.

He has, of course, figured 
away in his tiresome Lord Dundreary and David 
Garrick—ah ! so unlike David in feature, form, 
and gesture, Still the people receive the per- 
sonation as something superior, and reward the 
mere representative of the great actor in a far 
higher degree than ever they did poor David 
himself. Had Sothern appeared on the stage 
even thirty years ago, he might have attained a 
provincial celebrity as a stock actor in some of 
our smaller theatres in the midland counties, 
but, in these times, he, with one or two others 
we could mention, comes forward, and is regard- 
ed asthe creme de la creme. We indeed live in 
degenerate times. Mr T. Mead is at the Prin- 
cess’s Theatre here, A circus has been built 
towards the northern end of the new town, and 
has been opened by Mr Newsome, while the 
Southminster Hall has been leased by another 
equestrian company, under the management of 
Mr Hengler. 

MANCHESTER.—A fire broke out on Friday 
afternoon in the property-room of the Theatre 
Royal. The company at the time were engaged 
in the rehearsal of a new piece, The Odds. The 
property-room is situated immediately over the 
gasalier in the centre of the building. Fortu- 
nately the fire was discovered in time to prevent 
its extension, but the greater portion of the pro- 
perties intended for the new Christmas panto- 
mime were destroyed. No damage was done to 
the building, except by the water used in ex- 
tinguishing the fire.

MUSIC AND DANCING LICENCES. 

On Thursday last forty-six applications were 
made at the Surrey Sessions for music and dan— 
cing licences, There was no opposition. The 
above number included the Canterbury, South 
London, Carlo Gatti’s, Winchester, New Vaux- 
hall and St. Helena Gardens, thirty-five taverns, 
and beer-houses, and two or three lecture halls, 
connected with literary and mechanics’ institu- 
tions. 








PHILHARMONIC MUSIC HALL. 


On Monday evening week this hall was re- 
opened (having been entirely re-decorated) by 
Mr Chas. Morton, of the Oxford and Canter- 
bury Music Halls. The band is under the able 
direction of Mr Halton, and played selections in 
a highly artistic manner. The company—which 
includes some of the best singers, &c., in the 
metropolis—promises well for the future. Por- 
tions of Hervé’s opera of Chilperic were perform- 
ed, in which Miss Soldene and Miss Russell 
greatly distinguished themselves. After the 
Umbrella Scene Mr Charles Head made a speech, 
introducing Mr Chas. Morton, and touching on 
things in general. The remainder of the enter- 
tainments were of a first-class character.
